Still, there is no evidence tliat Thieu'^. tor- 
turers can shore up his deteriorating grip over 
urban Vietnam Dozens of grassroots political, 
civic, and religious organizations have called for 
his removal during tlie last year, and on tlic other 
side of the balance sheet, he nas made no new friends. 

Bankruptcy is not merelv a political epithet 
hurled by his opponents, but a day-to-day economic 
fact that IS threatening to topple his regiioe. The 
deficit in the Saigon administration's budget has 
risen from $153 million to $2S2 million since 
January 1. Unemployment and inflation are running 
wild- 

In June and July alone, over 200 businesses in 
Saigon and its surroundings had to close down. 

Under pressure from the liberation offensive, 
industrial production had dropped a staggering 
60% by August 1. South Vietnam’s rubber industry, 
which formerly a^couiiLcd for 80% of the ccunrvy's 
exports, has come so a virtual standsri^l u-je ce 
massive destruction of rubber plantations and 
wholesale conscription of workers. 

Perhaps the most dangerous fact for Thieu 
is that his wealthiest backers are edging away 
from him, the creajn of Saigon’s power elite, vjho 
have profited iike Thieu from the American presence 
That a majority of the Saigon government’s senators 
refused to grant him the dictatorial powers he now 
rules with is a sign of his growing isolation.

SANTIAGO, Chile’ (LNS) --Deaths due to political 
violence have become ah almost weekly occurence 
in Chile. In the last month seven people have been 
killed and hundreds wounded. Violent street demon- 
strations have made it dangerous to go on an errand 
in downtown Santiago, and after 10 o'clock at 
night in the rich sections of Santiago, women have 
been beating enpty pots and pans in protest against 
the government . The racket created by the pans has 
been heard for miles every night for the past 
few weeks . 

The current crisis dates from the beginning 
of August when the Popular Unity government of 
Salvador Allende--a Marxist-oriented government 
■elected two years ago--devalued the national cur- 
rency and raised the price of most items of pop- 
ular consumption. Many food items doubled in price. 
The huge rises were necessary to end the rampant 
speculation which had developed. Large pay increases 
had created a high demand for food and other goods 
which have, however, been in short supply due to 
right-wing economic sabotage (apart from the copper 
mines, the right still controls 80% of the indus- 
trial production), and economic pressures by the 
U S. (blocked credits, refusal to sell parts), 

Official prices remained low and so a huge 
black market developed. People bought what goods 
there were at low government prices and then re- 
sold them at huge profits to people willing to 
spend large sums to get goods unobtainable through 
regular channels. 

The price hikes are aimed at doing away with 
the speculation, and will be compensated by Octo- 
ber wage hikes adjusted to the rate of inflation. 
Unfortunately the price hikes were not adequately 
explained beforehand, and have affected poor people 
more heavily than rich people, increasing dis- 
content against the government. The right-wing 
took advantage of this. 

The nature of the demonstrations and the vio- 
lence clearly indicates an organized attempt by 
the right to weaken and perhaps overthrow the 
government. The idea is to create a situation of 
anarchy which would either provoke army intervention 
or the abdication of the government as a result of 
civil war. 

The method used has been the manipulation of 
political demonstrations . Provacateurs , usually 
from the fascist para- military group called 
Patria y Libertad or thugs especially recruited 
and paid, hsive been using knives, clubs, and guns 
to provoke serious violence The violence has 
caused states-o£-seige to be proclaimed in various 
provinces of the country, with the army in charge 
of maintaining public order. So far the right-wing 
tactics have not been successful, hut it isn’t 
clear just when the organized right-wing canpaigr- 
of violence (the government labels it the "Sept- 
ember Plan”) will end. 

A massive national demonstration in support 
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of the government and in repudiation of tl^e vio- 
lence was held on September 4 to commemorate the 
second anniversary of the electoral victory of tlic 
Popular Uftit-y governmertt (UP) ' The- presence of over 
two million government support-ers in the streets 
fChile^s total population iS 10 million) may have 
served to deter the right-wing. In any case tlio 
tension in Chile, 0 v.eV-pres&nt since the 1970 
electoral victory of the UP -with .its program to 
. Ifuild socialism, is greater than ever, and the 
danger of a civil w^r is very re.af. 

The ^'September Plan*’ was touched off by a one- 
day strike on August' 21 by shop ^owners in protest 
against the government ..and, -the^ short supply of 
various items. The strike was. iri violation of an 
agreement two days earlier be^we^n strike leaders 
and the government ' * 

^ - That same night, in the rich ■ sections of San- 
tiago there were riots , with more arrests and 
tear gas And it was then th^t.rhe wealihy women 
began beatihg their empty pots ‘Well-organized 
members of Patria y Libertad walkie-talkies 

to diiect^the rioters, who burned several buses. 

The next day during a street demonstration 
in the southern city of Lcs^ Aprgeles , a 59-year old 
peasant, a member of the Socialist Party, was 
killed by right-wingers armed with clubs Two 
days later, still further south, near the city of 
Osorno, some thirty Well-arm^d farm owners shot 
into a group of unarmed peas an Js,.. The assailants 
were driving out of a goyerhmlnt^^f proved expro- 
priated farm from which tliey' had' stolen some of 
the. farm equipment which belonged by law to the 
.peasants 

, Four peasants' weje'’,ki*Hed, ^nd three wounded 

^,The' four peasants w^re ihembers'’ of the Communist 
Party Three were members ofthe same family--a 
father, 47, and two sons, 20 and 16 The killers 
were rich farmers who gave h^d' ;their farms taken 
away, by the agrarian refornt/ ^h^y'were arrested 
but have been let' out, Qti ba'i'b v^ulo awaiting trial. 

' Meanwivile the ,vi‘ol-enc$ i^^ S'anx'i ago -zonrimied 
in the rich -.sectiems"' went- on every night. 

On August 30 rumors circulated- th^t' the rioters 
were going to attack Preside.nf ^ilende 's house 

had already stoned the houses of the Minister 
of Labor and the Minister o.f the Interior.) Be- 
cause of the rumor, hundreds of^ construction work- 
ers marched through the wealthy neighborhoods of 
Santiago. on their way to defend tfie president’s 
house. The rioters were intimidated by the workers 
and stayed in their houses. 

That same day in Concepcion, in the south, 
demonstrations led to the 'death' of a policeman. 

This time the demonstrationftVw^re*^in favor of tlfc 
government and the'^ policeman was killed in front 
of tlie headquarters of- the Socialist Party as num- 
erous Socialist demonstrators were returning 
from street marches The' po^.t^^eman in cliargc of 
the group which was shot at-cfaiiTis that the shots 
came from the Socialist Party .headquarters . Tlic 
SP however, maintains that he is. lying and that 
the policeman was shot by a right-wing ])rov;cntcur 


Th,c incident has provoked serious conflict 
kftween the government and the police. 

The following day the right-wing shouted 
down the Minister of the Interior when he tried 
to 'O)oak i!t the cemetery during the burial cere- 
rn niv of t!ie dead policeman. 

On September 1 tlie organization of Santiago 
high .school students, which is controlled by the 
iight-wjng Cliristian Democrats, staged a march 
Ml downtown Santiago against the government's 
odueat tonal policies. Later on that afternoon 
other rightists began street battles with police 
wiiidi .lesulted ^n 169 arrests and many people 
wo , 1 !':. Jed 

In response to the general cjimate of vio- 
lence the socialist and Communist Parties (the 
major parties in the government coalition) is- 
sued a joint statement on September 3 calling for, 
among other things, the formation of Defense 
Committees organized block by block (The right- 
wing ba.s already organized such committees.) 

The same message called for a general strike in 
case of an> kind of right-wing coup. 

TTic dP organized massive street demonstra- 
tion marking tlie second anniversary of its 1970 
electoral victory moved down the main street of 
the ricli section of Santiago. A report from the 
Socialist Party newspaper describes the scene: 

"The workers looked courageous and beautiful. 
The contrast was clear as they walked through 
tne richi suburbs, passing by the sophisticated 
boutiques, the big show windows, the well-cared- 
for teenaged girls with their false eyelashes 
and chCir vacant expressions. The working women 
are pre -maturely old, many already toothless 
u’liile still young, but their faces were healthy 
and hopeful 

"Tliey came from the scrub-boards and broken 
down sliacks, passing those rich houses which 
they on iv knew when they had to go there to clean 
t!ic k 1 tr'.ircs and the bathrooms, in order to 
cani some iinney to help their husbands make ends 
meet " 

But the violence of the right continued. 
iT.king advantage of yet another demonstration 
by riglit -wing high school students, fascist 
gangs created total chaos in downtown Santiago 
on September 6 , resulting in the death of one 
17-year old. (apparently killed by a tear gas 
bomb winch hit him in the head) and the arrest 
or 654 people. 

At ciu3 point it looks like the violence 
li.'s subsided, but it is hard to tell what’s to 
uOjiu; Tlio oppositaon cancelried a massive march 
-j:., juloJ j'or September 14, due to differenceg 
will, iiic government over the proposed route Right- 
wing violence lias been common ever since the UP 
w3 eiceted, and in the last month it reached 
unusual and we 1 1 -organi zed levels. 

Certain sectors of the right want to topple 
tne government now, although the majority still 
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prefer to sta\ \vir.hin legal bounds to tiy to 

Congressional elections In Marcii of lb/3. ITiC 
government could loose those elections to a unjted 
opposition (The UP won the September 19''’0 elections 
with just over a tliird of the votes, against a then 
divided opposition--principally the Christian Demo- 
crats and the National Party] . 

But if tlie implementation of Aiicnde’s 
revolutionary program can be accelerated to produce 
concrete changes in conditions for people who 
are not yet committed to him, (or tlic right], the 
UP could mobilize enough support to wih

THE NOT-SO-COMPETITIVE COMPETITORS JOIN FORCES ACAIN: 
GM SINGS AGREEMENT WITH THREE JAPANESE FIRMS 

DETROIT (LNS]--In a move which would seem to 
contradict the purported goals of Nixon* s "New Econ- 
omic Policy" which aims at enabling the U.S. to 
better "compete" with Japanese corporations; General 
Motors recently announced an about-to-be-compieted 
deal with three Japanese compan:.es Isuzu Motors, 
Ltd., Kawasaki Heavy Industries Ltd., and C, Itch 
and Co. will join witli GM in forming GM Allison 
Japan Ltd. in November. The company will import, 
manufacture and sell automatic transmissions and gas 
turbine engines for heavy-duty commercial i/ehicles 
in Japan. 

"For the time being, sales of these products 
shall be carried out by importing them from Detroit 
diesel Allison division of GM," the official General 
Motors statement read. "It is anticipated that 
sales volume of these products will be gradually in- 
creased and later, production thereof be domestical- 
ly (Japan) launched." 

GM officials say that the new company has set 
a sales target of $S 5 million by 197/’. GM will 
control 50% of the operation, Isazu and Kawasaki 20%, 
and C . Itoh 10% . 

This IS not the first time that the not-so- 
competitive competitors have collaborated to eacli 
other’s advantage, In the summer of 1971 GM bought 
into Isuzu and a report in the Nevv York Times this 
past winter speculated that GM is negotiating to 
take ovei Toyota’s entire U.S. marketing operation. 
All this involvement with Japan is despite GM's and 
the government’s propaganda about the "super-human 
productivity level" of that "teeming little island" 
and its threat to the American worker

THI: RiCli GF:T richer AND THE POOR GROW POORER, 

THE world B;V\’K notes WITH SURPRISE 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (LNS)--"lt’s probably true 
that tlic world's burden of poverty is increasing 
latticr than declining " observed the World Bank 
in mock surprise in its annual report issued in 
mid-Septembcr . 

"Statistics conceal tlie gravity of the under- 
lying economic and social problems," the report go- 
es on with feeling, "whidi are typified by sc/orciy 
skewed income distribution, excessive levels of 
unemployment, higli rates of infant mortality, low 
rates of literacy, serious malnutrition and widesp- 
read ill health." 

Behind tliDse statistics of averages, the report 
continues passionately, "lie the grim realities of 
how life at the lower end of the scale is lived by 
the poorest anong nations and the poorest within 
nations . " 

The World Bank should know. Established in 
1946, it is a specialized agency of tlie UN which is 
supposed to help "underdeveloped" (usually third 
world) countries spur industry and develop their 
natural resources But what it has succeeded in do- 
ing is develop those natural resources that would 
be useful to the teclmology of the developed coun- 
tries What that has meant in most cases is that 
the industrial country (especially the U.S.) gets 
richer, small numbers of people in the developing 
country get rich, and the rest of the people in 
the developing country get poorer. And at the same 
time it has made sure that the "underdeveloped" 
country has the type of government which finds such 
an arrangement acceptable before offering support 

For example, it was not until 1968 (after the 
right-wing military coup) that Greece was found to 
be acceptable for support by the World Bank. Tlie 
same thing was true in Indonesia. IVhile Sukarno was 
pursuing an independent policy, Indonesia received 
no loans. It was only after 1968. when Suliarto took 
over and slaughtered over half a million communists 
and suspected communists, that Indonesia was deemed 
ready for loans. 

All of which is not surprising if you look more 
closely at who makes up the World Bank Each meniber 
nation (there are over 100) chooses a delegate to 
the Bank's conference which meets once a year in Wash- 
ington. Each member lias 250 votes plus one vote for 
each $100 j 000 deposited in the bank Because of 
this tlie United States has 30% of the votes and the 
U.S. and Western Europe together control 65% of the 
votes. The president of the World Bank is none other 
than Robert S. McNamara, who went from the Ford Motor 
Company to being Secretary of Defense (who took the 
first steps of U.S. involvement in the Vietnam war) 
to being president of the World Bank. 

Once the World Bank funds a project (they can 
either give money to a government or to a private 
company] tlicy have complete control of the project 
until the time the project is completely repaid. 
Besides demanding that certain economic conditions 
be met within a country before a loan can be paid 
(like getting rid of control which would make it hard- 
er for foreign investment to move in), the Wor'k* Tank

'*THEY butter GUT THE HELL QUICKLY OUT" 

BRITISH TROOPS MEET SUSTAINED RESISTANCE IN N. IRELAND

Belfast (LNSI-- Belfast is a city where ^-he a.rr 
always smells like smoke Smoke from fi. res, 
and gunfire, but mainly from industrial pol.uticri 
E'\'en on clear, windy days cur threats were dway^ si;- 
ghtly parched and sore as if we were breaching t 'ate? 
of CS gas tliat lingered in the air 

We arriv/ed here just after the British a'^my rr /ad- 
ed the legendary Catholic "no-gc" areas of D^r.:y and 
Belfast Before dav^n, on Monday, July ?1, SC-rcr Cen- 
turion tanks equpped with bulldozer blades had smashed 
through the concrete and metal barricades fi 'St erected 
nearly three years ago 

Thousands of soldiers in full battle imlferm, their 
faces smeared with black camouflage, had mo'^d into the 
Bogside and Creggan neighborhoods in Derry and Ander- 
sontov^fn and Ardoyne in Belfast. 

Tlie full-scale British invasion, r^de-ncmed "Oper- 
ation Motorman", was the largest military assault laun- 
ched by the British in Northern Ireland since ^he cur- 
rent fighting began in 1969 

We made our way past army road blocks and check- 
points up the Falls Road to the Andersontown housing 
estate to see what had happened. 

We fOUTid soldiers, tanks and armored cars every- 
where in the streets of the Catholic community The 
British had rushed in 4,000 reinforcemen cs prior to 
the invasion These additional troops were drawn in 
part from Britain's NATO contingent in Germany and 
were released from their assign.ment only by the .spe- 
cial permission of the NATO command after consultation 
with Nixon There are now 21,000 British sddiers in 
Northern Ireland 

The soldiers, some veterans of British colcnial 
wars in Cyprus, Southern Yemen an.d east Africa, seem- 
ed to be coming from distant jungle war Their mott- 
led green fat'.’gues looked out of place agaiasc che 
grey pavement and red brick homes. We also saw sand- 
colored Saracen personnel carriers patrolling slowly 
while soldiers made house-to-house searches and ar- 
rests 

These vehicles -- the Catholics call them "prgs" 
had been withdrawn from the deserts of the MlJdle 
East by the British with such haste that they bad no 
time tp re-paint them with more apprcpriate ctmour 1 age 
The soldiers and equipjrient represented the ictu.iT 
of British rule , Ireland's ancient ememy . using che 
methods and wearing the clothes acquired in ccloni al 
wars all over the world 

"The army is now in occupation and conf^ol thiougb- 
out Northern Ireland/' announced William Wi" lei av’ the 
British administrator for the Six Counties, arter all 
the barricades were down. Protestant -Un-oni: I politi- 
cians, newspapers and organizations cheered che in- 
vasion, although the Protestant V.anguai'd movment and 
the Ulster Defense Association insisted that it be 
just the start of a campaign to liquidate the I R A 
and"their sympathizers" that, it said, should have been 
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Lir-.Tj.s!-' sc;U.ici's shot and killed two Cathc- 
lic bc>' daring viu: ci.ttack on "Free Derry" They

But the Provo bombings have killed and maimed 
dozens of Cachojics and Protestant working people, 
as well as ^he soldiers and property the Provos say 
are their targets, IVhat is now called "Bloody Fri* 
day"--July 21 - when over 20 Provo bombs killed nine 
people anc woiinded 130 in an afternoon in downtown 
Belfast- -touched off an outburst of revulsion all 
over Ireland.

As the rally ended with everyone singing "he 
Sahil Overcome" and "A Nation Once Again", a ciowa 
of young children pulled rocks out of their pocwet- 
and began an attack on the corrugated metal shc.*’:s 
hung on the iron gates of the occupied pai'k . In an 
instant, the truck carrying the speakers, banners 
and marcliing band had pulled away, and all the older 
people in the crowd separated themselves from the 
densely-packed center of rock- throwing teenagers and 
children . 

A barrage of rocks and milk bottles struck soi- 
dieis inside the park. Md even though they wore 
helmets with face guards and carried large trans- 
parent shields, we saw two soldiers fall uiidcr ti»t 
barrage. We watched one being dragged into a SAi\d- 
bagged fortification by his mates „ 

One group of young boys was using a pole as a 
battering ram to knock in part of the wall while 
others were pulling away the barbed wire coll chat 
ran along the top of it. A Saracen filled with sol- 
diers waited just beliind the gate, Wlien tlie kids 
tore down the gate, they were right on top of the 
Saracen staring into a macliine gun. Tlie surrounding 
crowd pulled back, and suddenly a petrol bomb smashed 
onto the Saracen and a sheet of flames sprang up, 

That lured the British out into the open. 

'ilic-y appeared in jeeps and Saracens from the 
park, and from two otbei directions in tanks, ajid -j- 
battle begoJi tl^at went on for several hours, in the 
coiirse of it, the British fired over 200 rubber bul- 
lets, stiff black six-inch missiles manufactured in 
the U.S. intended to bounce around in a cro’.Nd end 
disperse it. Many soldiers carried rifles and mach- 
ine guns loaded with "real" bullets, but they did 
not use them in this demonstration. 

The street fight lasted until the kids them- 
selves decided to abandon it at the end of the day 
The British fought defensively throughout, and 
the most they accomplished was clearing tlie stieo“^s 
immediately in front of them,

One man drove around 
warning kjds on diff'="rent side streets wnen British 
patrols weie auouc to surround them, Otlier parents 
operated an emergency first-aid station. 

"These kids have had it rough," one woman 
stay ding with.dirs, Urumm told us "Rougher e /en 
tl'an we had it as kids- Viclcnce is purt of their 
1 j.ves> ■ like tne violence of no jT'i^s ter their 
fathers and no fo.'d co eat. Tlieir fatheis and 
brothers is all xutemed When tae British come into

Wliat we savv was only a routine skirmish, buc 
It was "won" by the children and they enjoyed their 
Victory, Late in the afternoon a crowd of them 
still stood around harassing the soldiers cle.aring 
the incredible rubble o£ glass, rocks and broken 
pavement from the streets. 

The British knew they weren't welcome in An- 
dnrsontoun; every day they spent there would be 
:i;ade miserable fox them by tbe smallest diildi That 
night the Pro\'os fited a rocket into a troop encamp- 
iiient j.n one of the ioial schools the marchers had 
i;assed y\nci on August 15 the Major commanding the 
Riitisl'i troops in Casement Park was killed by a 
ic'nd-mine as he waled across a fieid in Andersontown - 


Only once did we see soldiers venture Into the 
narrow side streets that were the rock-throwers ' 
strongholds ^ The single josp we did see drive through 
these streets was ferociously attacked and the 
soldiers ducked inside as rocks bounced off thoi.L* 
helmets. 

The cliildren are familiar with tliis kind ci‘ wa.r- 
faie. They know how the British work and they arc 
at ease in the streets of their neighborhood, wlicrc 
the doors are all open to them and the vac;mt lots arc 
filled with rocks, glass and brick „ Ttic cliildren 
built small barricades of their own and stockpib cl 
rocks behind them. 

Some children were so small that wh^ii 
of rubber bullets were fired, they si.nply ducked 
below their path.

And political leaders in the community have 
presen >'ed artiau^ately and forcefully a coherent 
anaJysJS of their plight and a demand f^r a united, 
independent secular socialist republic, free from 
the chains of British colonialism and British, 
Ge'^man, Japanese and U.S. neo- colonialism (i.e.j 
economic coiittcI of their country by imperialist 
powers who drain the island of its resources ^ 
exploit the cheap labor supply,, and flood the do- 
mes ti.c market with impor'*:s1„ 

The Official and People's Democracy axe active 
in political struggles in the 26 Counties; they 
know a united capitalist Ireland won't mean much to 
the poor and working people of their island. 

Specifically, they protest evictions, high 
rents and poor housing* agitate for nationalization 
without compensation of ail basic industries and 
mines*, ciganice small farmers to form cooperatives 
and fighi private agricultural monopolies; defend 
striking workers from company police and the army; 
and vail for t-he reform of the 1937 Constitution 
of the Republic of Ireland whidi gives a special 
position to the Catholic Church and denies the 
right ro lontiaception ; divorce and abortion. 

They aAo opposed Irish entry into the Common 
Market, as did the Provos, on the grounds that it 
woujd curtaii Irish economic and political indep- 
endenve. (Irvsh voters however elected to join 
the EFCJ 

Northern Catolics, and Republi',ans through- 
out Ireland; are up against a powerful array of 
forces: the British government, and army, the Union- 
ists and UDA; the Lynch government in the Republic 
(which has interned 0£f::ials and proves and at- 
tacked protest marches supporting the political 
prisoners) arid all too often, the Provos.
